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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Looking  Back  A  Half  Century 

TIME  is  reckoned  by  various  standards  of  measure- 
ment. Years  are  grouped  into  decades,  quarter, 
half  centuries,  and  centuries.  Witli  the  advent  of  this 
year,  1950,  the  first  half  of  the  20th  Century  had  passed. 
At  the  conclusion  of  a  period  such  gi 
as  a  decade,  a  quarter,  or  half 
century,  we  are  inclined  to  take  a 
glance  backward  to  see  what  has 
taken  place  within  that  space  of 
time.  A  half  century  is  not  a  brief 
span  in  the  life  of  man.  In  that 
time  much  can  happen,  and  in  the 
past  fifty  years,  has  happened.  The 
first  fifty  years  of  the  20th  Century 
have  been  called  by  the  well-known 
and  eminent  commentator,  H.  V. 
Kaltenborn,  "Fifty  Fabulous 
Years."  Certainly  in  no  like  period 
of  world  history  have  so  many 
changes  taken  place.  The  advance 
in  science  and  invention  is  breath- 
taking. Conveniences  have  multi- 
plied, and  labor-saving  devices  seem 
to  be  limitless.  Distance  has  been 
annihilated,  and  an  event  which 
occurs  half-way  around  the  earth 
is  known  in  the  remote  parts  of  the 
world  within  minutes  after  it  has 
taken  place.  In  fact,  by  means  of 
radio  and  television  we  can  both 
hear  and  see  at  the  moment  the 
event  occurs.  Instrumentalities  of 
terrible  power,  capable  of  destroying 
cities  and  sweeping  civilization  from 
the  face  of  the  earth,  have  been 
devised.  On  the  whole,  therefore, 
whether  the  past  fifty-year  period 
has  been  of  real  benefit  to  mankind 
may  be  questioned. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
1950,  we  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege naturally  find  ourselves  casting 

a  glance  back  to  1900,  the  beginning  of  the  20th  Centur}-, 
and  taking  stock  as  to  what  advances  the  college  has  made 
in  the  fifty  years  since. 

In  1900  there  were  only  about  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  students,  an  endowment  of  approximately  $225,000.00, 
and  a  faculty  of  seven.  The  plant  was  primitive  according 
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to  present-day  standards  but  compared  favorablv  with 
those  of  other  institutions  of  similar  size.  While  the 
courses  of  study  were  somewhat  limited,  the  fundamentals 
were  stressed — Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German,  Eng- 
lish, Physics  were  given  especial  attention,  as  were 
Mathematics,  Bible,  Psychology,  and  Philosophy,  nor 
was  History  overlooked.  All  of  these 
subjects  were  taught  with  thorough- 
ness. Since  then  the  number  of 
subjects  taught  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased and  with  an  enlarged  fac- 
ulty of  28,  and  far  better  equipment, 
the  work  of  the  college  has  been 
strikingly  advanced.  The  enroll- 
ment is  four  hundred  and  twenty, 
the  maximum  number  which  can 
now  be  accommodated. 

There  has  been  marked  progress 
with  the  library.  The  number  of 
volumes  has  not  only  been  ma- 
terially increased  but  wisely  chosen, 
and  instead  of  one  of  the  professors 
acting  as  librarian  with  one  or  two 
student  assistants,  there  are  now 
two  full-time  trained  librarians  and 
a  number  of  assistants. 

In  the  way  of  physical  better- 
ment, the  forward  movement  has 
been  noteworthy.  The  summer  of 
1919  saw  electricity  brought  to  the 
college  and  soon  made  available  for 
all  residents  on  the  Hill.  Prior  to 
that  time,  with  the  exception  of 
acetylene  gas  in  the  chapel,  class 
rooms  and  Cushing  Hall,  artificial 
lighting  was  supplied  by  kerosene 
lamps.  Those  were  the  days  of  the 
Student  Lamp.  There  had  been  no 
street  lights  except  along  Via  Sacra, 
where  at  one  time,  while  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  was  located 
here  (removed  to  Richmond  in 
1898),  there  were  kerosene  lamps 
on  poles,  and  perhaps  also  in  front 
of  the  walkway  entrance  to  the  campus.  After  electricity 
was  brought  to  the  Hill,  floodlights  on  the  gable  end  of 
the  Administration  Building  and  on  the  gable  end  of  what 
is  now  the  alumni  headquarters  threw  a  beam  of  some 
distance  down  Via  Sacra  and  down  Atkinson  Avenue  or 
Fraternity  Row,   respectively.      In    1941    splendid   street 
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lights  on  handsome  standards  were  erected  along  Via 
Sacra  and  on  the  main  road  running  from  the  corner 
almost  to  the  Lacy  House. 

Prior  to  1900  there  was  no  water  system,  other  than 
that  in  Cushing  Hall  and  the  physical  and  chemical 
laboratories.  The  system  in  1908  was  extended  so  as  to 
serve  not  only  those  connected  with  the  College,  but  all 
residents  on  the  Hill  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  convenience.    The  first  deep  well  was  drilled  in  1930. 

In  1915  a  gymnasium  was  built  attached  to  the  rear  of 
what  had  been  the  President's  house,  now  Graham  Hall, 
or  Alumni  Headquarters.  In  1922-23  the  Science  Hall, 
known  as  Bagby  Hall,  was  constructed.  In  1935  and  1936 
the  fireproof  annex  to  the  library  was  erected,  and  it  was 
due  to  this  fact  that  when  the  old  part  of  the  library  was 
burned  in  May,  1941,  more  books  were  not  destroyed, 
since  approximately  half  the  volumes  were  in  the  annex. 
With  the  old  part  of  the  building,'''the  walls  of  which 
stood  intact  after  the  fire,  just  restored  and  beautifully 
equipped  and  fireproof,  the  library  is  in  a  position  to 
render  ever-increasing  service  and  should  be  a  source  of 
pride  to  all  those  who  love  the  college. 

In  1926  the  college  shop,  a  handsome  structure,  was 
erected  on  the  lot  on  which  Hart's  store  had  been  situ- 
ated. It  is  owned  by  the  college  and  rented.  1934  saw 
the  erection  of  the  Watkins  Bell  Tower  as  a  memorial 
to  the  late  Dr.  Asa  D.  Watkins.  This  was  the  work  of 
J.  D.  Eggleston,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1923.  Morton  Hall, 
the  handsome  classroom  building  which  was  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  was  opened  for  classes  in  Febru- 
ary, 1937. 

The  year  1941  was  a  notable  one  for  improvements. 
In  January  the  handsome  new  gymnasium  on  the  southern 
slope  of  Venable  Athletic  Field  was  opened.  The  same 
year  a  new  deep  well  was  drilled  providing  an  adequate 
and  most  palatable  supply  of  water.  The  new  post  office 
building  on  the  old  Comity  Club  lot  was  finished.  This  is 
a  pleasing  and  adequate  structure  conforming  in  archi- 
tecture to  the  other  college  buildings  and,  being  rented 
to  the  U.  S.  Government,  is  an  investment  of  the  college. 
An  additional  deep  well  was  drilled  in  1946.  A  new  water 
storage  tank  was  erected  in  1949,  and  fire  plugs  have  been 
placed  at  strategic  points  throughout  the  village.  A 
modern  sewerage  system  has  just  been  installed.  It  will  be 
difficult  to  measure  the  great  protection  this  system  will 
be  to  the  health  of  the  community. 

As  evidence  of  the  progress  the  institution  has  made  in 
its  scholastic  standing  is  the  fact  that  it  is  now  and  has 
been  since  1941  on  the  accredited  list  of  the  Association 
of  American  Universities.  In  further  recognition  of  the 
excellent  work  being  done  here.  Phi  Beta  Kappa  has  come 
to  the  campus. 

But  the  most  significant  evidence  of  progress  is  the 
success  of  the  campaign  to  raise  a  million  dollars  for 
endowment  and  certain  betterments.  This  campaign 
came  to  a  successful  conclusion  in  1948.  This  means  that 
the  present  invested  endowment  is  now  approximately  a 
million  and  a  quarter,  and  in  addition  money  is  on  hand 
for  physical  betterments.  The  ground  has  already  been 
broken  for  the  much  needed  new  assembly  hall  and 
auditorium. 

Second  only  in  importance  was  the  inauguration  of  the 
Alumni  Fund,  sometimes  spoken  of  as  the  Loyalty  Fund, 
in  October,  1940.  It  is  difficult  to  measure  what  this 
has  meant  to  the  College.  It  has  now  been  in  operation 
10  years.    In  that  period  Alumni  have  contributed  annu- 


ally, on  an  average,  about  $30,000.  This  is  equivalent  tc 
$1,000,000  invested  so  as  to  yield  3%. 

During  this  period  many  sons  of  the  college  served  ir 
the  Armed  Forces  of  their  country  in  both  the  first  ano 
second  World  Wars.  In  addition  the  \J.  S.  Navy  selectee 
the  college  for  the  establishment  of  a  V-12  LTnit.  This 
unit  composed  of  carefully  chosen  young  men  was  brought 
to  the  campus  in  July,  1943,  and  remained  until  Noveni' 
ber,  194s,  when  the  War  had  ended.  During  these  twenty- 
eight  months  between  four  and  five  hundred  potentiai 
Naval  officers  received  their  training. 

In  this  way  not  only  was  the  college  enabled  to  make  a 
notable  contribution  to  the  winning  of  the  War,  but  was 
greatly  assisted  in  keeping  its  doors  open  when,  as  soon 
as  a  youth  reached  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  was  drawn 
into  the  Armed  Forces,  thus  reducing  the  civilian  student 
attendance  to  a  mere  handful. 

Notwithstanding  these  two  earth-shaking  armed  con-i 
flicts  and  the  acute  financial  depression  of  1929  and  early 
30's,  the  friends  of  the  college  can  look  back  to  1900  with 
the  assured  satisfaction  that  real  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  past  half  century,  and  can  look  forward  with 
confidence  to  continued  advancement  in  the  years  to  come. 

Commendation  Appreciated 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  athletic  teams  in  visiting  othei 
institutions  have  long  enjoyed  a  reputation  for 
gentlemanly  conduct  and  gooci  sportsmanship.  Just 
recently  Athletic  Director  George  S.  Proctor  has  rer 
ceived  a  most  complimentary'  letter  from  Staff  Cassell, 
Director  of  Athletics  at  the  American  University,  from 
which  it  would  seem  that  our  teams  are  maintaining  this 
enviable  reputation. 

Commendation  is  always  received  with  satisfaction. 
We  are  tempted  to  quote  the  greater  part  of  Mr.  Cassell'f 
letter,  feeling  that  students,  alumni,  and  friends  of  the 
college  will  read  it  with  pleasure: 

"Our  basketball  team  was  greatly  impressed  by  the 
wonderful  sportsmanship  displayed  by  you,  your  team, 
and  the  student  body.  That  was  really  an  inspiration. 
We  all  like  to  win,  but  the  score  shouldn't  be  the  most 
important  objective  in  our  inter-collegiate  program.  The 
example  set  by  Hampden-Sydney's  Southern  gentlemen 
has  been  one  of  the  most  pleasant  experiences  and  lessdiis 
we  have  ever  enjoyed." 

As  Mr.  Cassell  so  aptly  states:  "We  all  like  to  win,  but 
the  score  shouldn't  be  the  most  important  objective.' 
A  game  hard  but  cleanly  played  with  the  victory  going 
to  one's  opponent  is  far  more  to  the  credit  of  the  losei 
than  would  be  a  victory  by  a  decisive  score  when  the 
victory  is  marred  by  some  unsportsmanlike' or^  unseemh 
conduct  displayed  b}^  the  victor. 

Royster  Lyle,  '17,  Sets  an  Example 

ON  February  28,  Mr.  Royster  Lyle,  '17,  former  presi' 
dent  of  the  Alumni  Association,  visited  the  campus 
Mr.  Lyle  was  accompanied  by  five  prospective  Hampden- 
Sydney  students.  The  occasion  for  the  visit  was  the 
basketball  game  with  V.  P.  L,  which  Hampden-Sydney 
lost  in  an  overtime  period  by  the  score  of  84-83.

\  emergency  building  nor  did  our  enrollment  go  beyond  457. 
The  aim  is  to  keep  it  at  400.     Because  of  falling  enroll- 

1  ments  throughout  the  country  and  the  sharpest  sort  of 
competition,  I  hope  you  will  keep  this  important  subject 
in  mind.  If  you  will  send  in  the  names  of  the  young  men 
in  your  community  who  appeal  to  you  as  Hampden- 
Sydney  material,  it  would  be  of  definite  help. 

\  ou  will  be  glad  to  know  that  ground  has  been  broken 
for  the  new  auditorium.  The  need  for  this  building  has 
been  exceedingly  acute  for  many  years.  Faculty  and 
students  are  highly  enthusiastic  over  the  prospect. 

Not  yet  are  we  able  to  announce  George  Walker's 
successor.  He  is  sorely  missed.  A  most  careful  effort  is 
being  made.  The  size  and  importance  of  the  position 
make  it  necessary  to  secure  the  very  best  man  available. 
For  the  time  being  several  members  of  the  faculty  are 
attending  to  the  work  in  a  most  gratifying  and  effective 
manner. 

Plans  are  gradually  taking  shape  for  the  celebration  of 
the  175th  anniversary  of  the  College.  It  will  probably 
be  held  in  May,  195 1.  We  will  count  heavily  on  the 
support  of  you  and  all  the  faithful.  The  thought  of  your 
lo}'alty  is  very  helpful  in  planning  for  this  event. 

The  closing  of  the  present  session  will  be  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  and  twentv-ninth  of  Alav.

Pritchard  is  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute and  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  Richmond, 
Virginia.  His  son,  Claude  H.,  Jr.,  is  President  of  the 
Tiger  Student  Body  and  a  member  of  this  year's  graduat- 
ing class. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  Monday  morning.  May  29,  the 
Honorable  John  Stuart  Battle,  Governor  of  Virginia, 
will  deliver  the  address  to  the  graduates. 

Sunday  evening  a  program  of  music  will  be  presented 
in  the  College  Church  under  the  direction  of  T.  Edward 
Crawley,  '41.  The  musical  hour  has  long  been  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Commencement 
program,  being  attended  by  the  families  of  the  seniors, 
alumni,  and  members  of  the  faculty  and  their  families. 

This  year,  reunions  are  planned  for  the  classes  of  1900, 
1910,  1920,  1930,  and  1940.  It  goes  without  saying, 
however,  that  all  of  the  alumni  are  invited  and  urged  to 
attend. 

Commencement  activities  will  be  concluded  with  a 
luncheon,  served  under  the  trees  on  Venable  lawn,  and  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  in  Bagby

Lecture  on  Kierkegaard 

"Soren  Kierkegaard"  was  the  subject  of  a  lecture  by 
Dr.  Peter  Mennicke,  noted  Danish  educator  and  author, 
in  Mcllwaine  Hall  on  February  24,  1950.  Dr.  Mennicke, 
who  visited  the  campus  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rich- 
mond Area  University  Center,  is  Principal  of  the  Elsinore 
Peoples  University  in  Elsinore,  Denmark.  He  has  been 
visiting  lecturer  at  the  University  of  London  and  Columbia 
University  and  also  Danish  representative  on  the  United 
Nations  Education,  Scientific  and  Cultural  Organization. 
The  speaker  presented  a  sympathetic  and  highly  enter- 
taining portrait  of  the  eccentric  Danish  genius  who  is 
perhaps  most  familiar  to  the  world  now  as  the  founder  of 
Existentialism.  The  flashes  of  humor  with  which  Dr. 
Mennicke  interpreted  Kierkegaard's  conception  of  the 
Esthetic  and  Ethical  Stages  of  Life  were  especially  ap- 
preciated by  the  student  audience.  In  a  more  serious 
vein  the  lecturer  presented  Kierkegaard's  Christian 
philosophy  and  its  relation  to  his  spiritual  biography. 
A  short  open  forum  was  held  at  the  close  of  the  lecture. 
The  Hampden-Sydney  audience  was  very  favorably 
impressed  with  the  visitor's  command  of  the  English 
language  as  well  as  his  erudition.

Drs.  Barger  and  Blankinship  Active  in 
Field  of  Mental  Health 

The  names  of  Dr.  William  Calvin  Barger,  '25,  of  New 
York  City,  and  Dr.  Rex  Blankinship,  '25,  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  appear  several  times  along  with  their  respective 
psvchiatric  contributions  in  the  recently  released  report 
of'the  Second  Mental  Health  Assembly  held  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  August  22-27,  1949.  The  publication  con- 
cerns the  basic  materials  used  by  working  groups  for 
the  World  Federation  for  Mental  Health.  Dr.  Barger's 
reports  included  "A  Report  on  Family  Problems  and 
Psychological  Disturbance,"  "The  Individual  and 
Society,"  and  a  "Survey  of  Psychological  Services  in 
School  Systems  throughout  the  U.  S.  A."  Dr.  Blankin- 
ship's  reports  concerned  "Organization  of  a  Community 
for  Mental  Hygiene,"  and  "Qualifications  of  the  Pro- 
fessional Personnel  in  a  Mental  Hygiene  Program."  The 
Report  of  the  Assembly  is  distributed  in  the  LT.  S.  A. 
by  the  Division  of  World  Affairs  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee for  Mental  Hygiene,  New  York  City. 

The  first  International  Congress  on  Mental  Health 
was  held  in  London,  England,  in  August,  1948,  and  both 
our  above  mentioned  alumni  friends  were  contributors:

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The  Library  Restored

5:30  A.  M.,  May  17,  1941  ...  a  mighty  bright  light 

5:30  S.-vTURDAY  Morning,  May  17,  1941.  Sam  Brown, 
coming  to  work  at  the  College,  was  starting  to  cut  from  the 
Via  Sacra  through  the  woods  beyond  the  Thornton  House. 
Glancing  toward  the  library,  he  saw  a  light  in  the  north- 
west basement  room — a  might}-  bright  light.  "Bless  a 
day,"  he  said  to  himself,  "the  library's  on  fire."  He  ran 
up  the  road,  roused  Dr.  Beale,  roused  Dr.  Gammon  on 
the  other  side,  shouted  to  Mr.  Daniel,  a  college  employee, 
to  ring  the  college  bell  in  front  of  Morton  Hall,  and  himself 
started  pulling  the  boys  in  the  "Seminary"  from  their 
good  Saturday  sleep  with  shouts  of  "The  library's  on  fire." 
People  living  up  the  highway  as  far  as  Mercy  Seat  said 
they  heard  his  cries. 

Dr.  Gammon  put  in  a  call  to  the  Farmville  Fire  De- 
partment.   Students  began  to  pour  from  the  dormitories. 
The   clamor   was   beginning   to   penetrate   other   people's 
I  dreams.    From  o\'er  at  the  Alamo  across  the  woods  they 
j  could   see  a-  thin   line  of  smoke  mounting  gently.     The 
jfiie  engines  arrived;  but  before  they  could  gel  their  hoses 
hooked  up,  what  had  at  first  seemed  a  localized  blaze  had 
burst  with  crackling  flames  through  the  roof. 

By  7:30  A.  M.  it  was  about  over.  The  old  building  was 
gone,  gutted.  Only  the  walls  were  standing,  and  the  two 
ghostly  chimneys.  Gone  were  some  20,000  books,  many  irre- 
placeable— volumes  autographed  by  James  Madison  and 


Patrick  Henry,  X'irginiana,  bound  volumes  of  magazines, 
some  going  back  one  hundred  years.  Only  the  card  index 
s)-stem  and  a  collection  of  trophies  had  been  brought  out 
of  the  blazing  building. 

Fortunately,  the  fire  had  stopped  cleanly  at  the  fire- 
proof addition  in  the  rear.  Here  were  housed  another 
20,000  books.  For  fear  that  the  roof  of  this  section  would 
fall  in,  even  these  books  were  passed  out  through  windows 
and  along  a  line  of  students  to  certain  safety.  One  of  the 
undying  traditions  of  the  fire  describes  Dr.  Maurice  Allan, 
'16,  leafing  through  his  psychology  and  philosophy  books 
in  the  stacks  as  the  flames  raged  just  beyond  the  dividing 
wall.  Some  books  he  would  drop  out  of  a  window  to  safety; 
others  he  would  calmly  restore  to  their  places  on  the 
shelves  to  await  their  fate.  Another  vignette  is  that  of 
Student  Gary  Suter,  '43,  sitting  amid  a  pile  of  books 
outside,  calmly  reading  perhaps  a  bit  of  parallel. 

The  roof  did  not  cave  in.  By  afternoon,  in  the  face  of  a 
threatening  but  too  tardy  thunderstorm,  all  the  20,000 
books  were  brought  back  into  the  rear  addition,  though  in 
some  disarray.  It  was  this  wing  that  was  to  serve  the 
College  through  the  next  eight  and  one  half  years  as  its 
entire  library  building.  In  the  one  big  room  on  the  main 
floor  were  the  stacks  and  reading  room  combined.  In  the 
basement  room  were  the  librarian's  desk,  the  cataloguer's 
desk  and  equipment,  and  rows  of  auxiliary  stacks.  Ob\i- 
ously  a  crowded  arrangement,  but  an  efficient  library 
staff  was  able  to  make  it  work.

War,  only  a  few  months  away  at  the  time  of  the  fire, 
rendered  rebuilding  at  the  time  impossible.  At  war's 
end  construction  costs  doubled,  tripled.  Though  an  en- 
tirely new  library  had  been  hoped  for,  the  wisest  move 
seemed  to  be  a  reconstruction  within  the  sturdy  walls  of 
the  old  building — walls  so  thick  that  even  at  the  height 
of  the  fire  they  were  quite  cool  to  the  touch  on  the  outside. 
The  excellence  of  the  brickwork  in  these  walls  had  been 
long  admired.  The  work  of  reconstruction  not  only  pre- 
served and  restored  the  handsome  quality  of  the  exterior, 
but  provided  the  most  beautiful  interior  of  any  building  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  a  marked  improvement  over  the 
original  interior.    Gone  now  are  the  galleries  bisecting  the 


tall  arched  windows  half  way  up,  gone  too  are  the  alcoves 
jutting  out  from  the  walls.  There  is  one  unimpeded  ex- 
panse from  floor  to  ceiling,  with  light  free  to  perfuse  the 
entire  room.  Double  staircases  lead  up  to  a  balcony  at 
one  end.  New  walnut  tables  and  chairs  of  the  finest 
quality,  manufactured  on  order  by  the  Virginia  Craftsmen 
of  Harrisonburg,  and  a  new  charging  desk,  gift  of  Dr. 
Dwight  G.  Rivers  in  memory  of  his  wife,  Martha  \'enable 
Edmonds  Rivers,  complete  the  setting  of  this  impressive 
reading  room. 

Thus  the  building  which  was  built  in  1880  by  Union 
Theological  Seminary  as  the  Brown  Memorial  Library, 
was  deeded  to  Hampden-Sydney  College  when  the  Sem- 
inary was  moved  to  Richmond  in  1898,  and  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1941,  has  in  1950  risen  again,  like  the  phoenix 
from  its  ashes,  in  an  even  more  noble  form.  Those  acute 
critics,  the  students,  have  manifested  their  approval  not 
only  in  words,  but  by  the  sharp  increase  of  their  numbers 
now  to  be  seen  reading  in  the  library.  As  one  professor 
remarked,  it  is  a  pleasure  just  to  go  there  and  sit.

Mr.  R.  J.  Reid,  of  Durham,  N.  C,  who  has  often  shown 
his  interest  in  our  College  Library,  has  sent  highly  in- 
teresting letters  written  by  Professor  Charles  Martin  in 
1880,  when  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Virginia 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  now  W  P.  I. 

The  letters  were  written  to  his  intimate  friend  Captain 


Mrs.  W.  S.  Morton  has  presented  to  the  Library  a 
program  of  the  Commencement  exercises  of  June  1881. 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  Moses 
D.  Hoge,  first  honour  graduate  in  1839;  the  Address  to  the 
Literary  Societies  was  made  by  Hon.  John  Randolph 
Tucker;  diplomas  were  delivered;  and  the  first  honour 
went  to  Thomas  Walker  Gilmer  of  Pulaski  County,  Va. 
There  were  five  graduates.

Independents  Organize 

Since  the  development  of  an  intramural  program  on  the 
campus  a  number  of  years  ago,  the  non-fraternity  men 
in  the  student  body  have  entered  teams  in  the  various 
sports  and  other  intramural  activities.  They  have, 
however,  been  somewhat  handicapped  in  terms  of  an 
active  organization.  An  attempt  to  rectify  that  situation 
was  made  in  February  when  a  group  of  non-fraternity 
students  adopted  a  Constitution  to  cover  activities  of 
the  Independents.  This  Constitution  has  been  sent  to 
the  Student  Assembly  for  approval. 

L'nder  the  terms  proposed,  the  Independents  will  elect 
a  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
Intramural  Manager,  and  three  representatives  to  the 
Student  Assembly.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Intramural 
Manager  to  supervise  the  various  teams  of  the  Inde- 
pendents and  to  be  their  representative  in  intramural 
matters. 

Membership  in  the  organization  is  to  be  of  two  types: 
active  and  non-active.  All  non-fraternity  students  are  to 
be  considered  non-active  members;  active  members  will 
be  those  who  pay  dues  of  fifty  cents  per  month  to  the 
organization.  Only  active  members  are  eligible  to  hold 
office  in  the  organization,  though  non-actives  may  hold 
seats  in  the  Student  Assembly.  Only  active  members 
can  represent  the  Independents  in  intramural,  social,  or 
business  activities  of  the  organization.  Any  independent 
forfeits  membership  if  he  should  pledge  a  fraternity. 

Ratification  of  the  Constitution  calls  for  its  approval 
by  the  Student  Assembly  and  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Independents. 

Through  this  organization  it  is  felt  that  non-fraternity 
men  on  the  campus  will  have  a  more  active  part  to  pla}' 
in  campus  affairs,  both  athletic  and  social. 
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Study  Habits  of  Honor  Students 


AT  the  end  of  the  recent  examination  period,  the 
Psychology  Department  probed  into  the  study 
habits  of  a  group  of  upperclassmen.  The  results  were 
published  in  an  article  by  Dr.  Allan  which  appeared  in 
the  Tiger.  With  the  permission  of  the  Tiger  and  Dr.  Allan 
we  are  herewith  reprinting  the  article  so  that  the  alumni 
might  perhaps  compare  their  recollections  of  their  own 
study  habits  in  college  with  those  of  the  present  under- 
graduates.   Dr.  Allan's  article  follows: 

"Under  the  probings  of  the  Psychology  Department, 
high-ranking  students  this  week  divulged  the  secrets  by 
which  they  entice  go's  and  gq's  from  the  grudging  faculty. 
A  Study  Techniques  questionnaire  gi\-en  to  125  upper- 
classmen revealed  the  following  practices  to  be  prevalent 
among  the  First  Honor  Roll  students.  They:  (i j  study  by 
themselves;  (2)  work  all  the  problems  and  read  all  the 
collateral  reading  assigned;  (3)  get  papers,  notebooks, 
and  problems  in  on  time;  (4)  make  sure  they  understand 
material  before  they  memorize;  (5)  take  orderly  notes  in 
class  when  the  professor  lectures  or  explains  the  work;  (6) 
memorize  by  rhythm  or  by  grouping  facts  together  in 
patterns;  (7)  make  it  a  rule  to  do  thoroughly  and  well 
any  task  assigned;  (8)  analyze  their  weak  points  and  make 
special  efforts  to  correct  them;  (9)  study  for  at  least  two 
hours  without  a  break;  (10)  ask  themselves  questions 
about  the  assignment  including  such  questions  as  the 
instructor  is  likely  to  ask;  (11)  ask  questions  in  class  or 
contribute  to  the  discussion;  (12)  make  it  a  rule  to  study 
first  and  play  afterwards;  (13)  read  over  the  assignment 
rapidl}-  first  to  get  the  general  idea  and  then  study  more 
carefully;  (14)  look  up  new  words  in  the  dictionary  and 
(15)  underline  key  phrases  and  sentences  in  each  para- 
graph. Good  students  seldom  if  ever  just  read  over  an 
assignment;  seldom  study  with  the  radio  on  or  bull 
sessions  going  on  around;  seldom  leave  most  of  their 
studying  until  just  before  tests  or  exams.  In  short,  they 
study  systematically  and  organize  their  knowledge.  The 
low-ranking  students  use  some  of  these  techniques  but 
very  much  less  so.  They  are  especially  apt  to  "just  read 
it  over"  or  "leave  it  until  just  before  tests  to  cram,"  or 
"fall  down  on  working  the  assigned  problems."  They 
seem  also  to  have  little  idea  of  analyzing  their  weak 
points. 

"Students  achieving  85  or  more  on  exams  got  7  hours  of 
sleep  before  each  examination  on  the  average;  while  those 
making  less  than  72  average  5.7  hours  of  sleep.  The 
former  averaged  two  cups  of  coffee  each  during  the  day 
(or  equivalent  Coca-Cola),  the  latter  1.4  cups.  It  would 
seem  that  sacrificing  sleep  during  exams  does  not  pay. 
Drinking  from  6  to  15  cups  of  coffee  failed  to  produce 
more  than  a  pass  mark.  About  four  out  of  every  five 
students  sought  the  stimulation  of  caffein. 

"On  the  whole,  this  in\'estigation  shows  that  there  is 
no  one  standard  method  of  efficient  study.  Some  good 
students  get  up  early  in  the  morning  to  study  with  a 
fresh  mind;  others  swear  by  a  logical  outline,  or  studying 
to  soft,  classical  music,  or  acquiring  the  art  of  associ- 
ating ideas  together  by  word  pictures  and  other  catchy 
devices.  Still  others  say  that  you  must  build  up  a  confi- 
dent, non-worrying  attitude,  or  that  you  can  learn  best 
by  explaining  it  to  someone  else,  or  that  you  should 
relate  whatever  you  learn  to  your  life  experiences  and 
outside  readings.  If  there  is  one  thing  that  characterizes 
a  good  student,  it  is  that  he  has  an  inquiring  mind.     In 


a  highly  technical  and  cultural  civilization  as  ours  is, 
he  wants  to  be  a  citizen  who  knows  what  it's  all  about 
and  to  meet  life's  challenge  with  a  well-trained  in- 
telligence."

The  Student's-Eye  View  of  Our 
College  Traditions 

ALL  our  alumni  agree  that  there  is  something  unique 
,.  'about  Hampden-Sydney.  Its  spirit  and  traditions 
are  distinctive.  Does  this  conviction  arise  in  the  mind  of 
the  alumnus  only  after  he  has  gone  forth  from  the  College 
and  battled  with  life.^  Or  are  the  light-hearted  students 
who  sprawl  in  our  classrooms  and  "do  or  die"  on  Death 
Valley  aware  of  these  traditions  while  they  are  here?  To 
answer  these  questions,  we  submitted  a  questionnaire  on 
"College  Traditions"  to  representative  groups  of  the 
various  classes  at  Hampden-Sydney.  The\^  were  asked  to 
indicate  which  traditions  they  thought  to  be  outstanding 
or  unique  here;  which  ones  they  approved  of;  and  which 
traditions,  if  any,  they  thought  to  be  harmful  or  obsolete. 
The  results  are  as  follows: 

The  outstanding  traditions,  as  the  students  see  it  today, 
are  in  order:  the  friendly  atmosphere  (everybody  speaks); 
the  fact  that  everybody  knows  everybody  else;  the  Bible 
course  as  a  basic  part  of  the  curriculum;  the  policy  of 
keeping  the  College  small;  the  loyalty  and  hearty  support 
that  the  student  body  gives  to  the  teams;  the  Honor 
S}-stem  at  Hampden-Sydney;  the  College's  long  history 
and  the  fine  record  of  her  graduates  in  professional  and 
community  leadership;  the  high  academic  standards 
maintained  in  the  classroom;  the  friendly  relations  be- 
tween the  fraternities;  the  emphasis  upon  a  broad  founda- 
tion of  knowledge  rather  than  on  specialized  training;  the 
unusually  close  friendships  and  social  ties  formed  in 
college;  the  unique  personality  and  teaching  methods  of 
certain  professors  (Doctor  Alassey  is  most  frequently 
mentioned);  and  the  generally  friendly  relations  between 
faculty  and  students.  Most  of  these  are  felt  to  be  fine 
traditions  and  worth  upholding.  There  is,  however,  some 
doubt  about  whether  specialized  training  is  given  too 
much  or  too  little  emphasis  in  our  curriculum. 

Traditions  which  the  older  students  deprecate  are: 
water-bag  throwing;  the  week-end  exodus  from  the 
campus;  and  the  excessively  intense  rivalry  with  Ran- 
dolph-Macon College.  There  is  a  general  feeling  that  too 
many  students  do  not  participate  sufficiently  in  student 
afi'airs  or  in  extra-curricular  activities.  Appreciation  of 
the  picturesque  beauty  and  seclusion  of  the  campus  is 
tempered  with  a  manifest  desire  that  the  College  should  be 
able  to  build  some  new  dormitories  in  keeping  with  the 
historic  architecture.  However,  the  students  appear 
sincerely  grateful  for  the  active  efforts  of  the  present 
administration  in  improving  so  greatly  the  material 
conditions  of  the  College. 

This  study  of  student  attitudes  convinces  us  that  our 
Students  today  have  a  sound  sense  of  values,  that  they 


are  realistic  rather  than  sentimental  in  their  appraisal  of 
the  College,  and  that  they  have  a  lively  interest  in  pre- 
serving the  truly  fine  traditions  of  our  historic  Alma 
Mater.  D.  M.  A.

Before  Finals 

It  is  usually  traditional  that  the  Midwinter  dances  be 
accompanied  with  a  heavy  snow  or  a  three-day  downpour 
of  rain.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  tradition  was 
broken  this  year,  that  full  moon  and  reasonably  warm 
weather  made  the  week  end  of  February  3-4  a  pleasant 
one  for  the  members  of  the  German  Club  and  their  guests. 
As  usual,  Longwood  College  (S.  T.  C.  to  the  alumni) 
supplied  a  goodly  number  of  guests,  though  the  other 
women's  colleges  in  the  State  were  pleasantly  represented. 

The  orchestra  was  that  of  Ronnie  Hart.  It  supplied 
South  American  music  and  "hot"  numbers  for  the 
students,  interspersed  with  smooth  old  tunes  for  those 
chaperons  who  joined  in  the  dancing.  Consequently, 
everyone  attending  the  dances  reported  a  fine  time. 

Pre-World  War  II  alumni  with  memories  of  a  packed 
Comity  Club  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  floor  of 
Graham  Gymnasium,  used  for  dances  since  the  Comity 
Club  burned  in  1940,  can  become  just  as  crowded  around 
the  bandstand  as  was  true  in  the  old  days.  A  great 
change,  however,  since  the  new  postwar  generation  of 
students  has  arisen,  is  the  eclipse  of  the  stag  line.  There 
is  little  "breaking,"  and  a  student  spends  the  whole 
evening  dancing  with  his  own  date,  though  there  is  some 
interchanging  of  partners  between  dances.  Gone,  at 
least  for  the  time  being,  seem  to  be  the  days  when  a  girl 
measured  her  pleasure  at  a  dance  by  the  number  of  times 
she  was  "broken"  during  an  evening.  Still,  they  seem 
to  enjoy  a  dance  at  Hampden-Sydney  as  much  as  their 
elder  sisters  or  mothers  did. 

During  the  spring  a  number  of  fraternities  are  planning 
week-end  dances,  but  there  will  be  a  change  this  year  as 
regards  "Finals."  In  the  past  few  years  Commencement 
at  Hampden-Sydney  has  come  at  a  time  when  the  colleges 
for  women  in  the  state  have  been  enjoying  examinations, 
consequently  a  number  of  our  students  have  been  hard 
pressed  to  find  a  date  for  the  dances  then.  This  year,  the 
German  Club  has  decided  to  have  the  Final  Dances  not 
during  the  Commencement  period,  but  earlier.  This 
year,  thus,  "Finals"  will  be  held  Friday  and  Saturday, 
April  28  and  29.  Sonny  Dunham  and  his  orchestra  have 
been  engaged  for  this  set. 

The  Friday  night  dance,  lasting  from  ten  to  two,  will  be 
formal;  the  Saturday  night  dance,  from  eight  to  twelve, 
informal.  An  innovation  planned  for  this  set  of  finals 
is  a  Senior  Ring  Dance,  and  plans  are  being  developed 
for  a  figure  to  be  led  b}-  the  Seniors. 


Dr.  Gammon  Appointed  a  Third  Time 
to  State  Board  of  Education 

Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  '05,  has  recently  been  appointed 
by  Governor  John  Stuart  Battle  to  serve  a  third  term  on 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  President  Gammon  was 
originally  appointed  to  this  office  by  Governor  Colgate 
W.  Darden.  He  was  requested  by  Governor  William  M. 
Tuck  to  serve  a  second  term. 
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Hampden-Sydney  College— Its  Beginnings

THIS  SKETCH  is  not  a  history  of  the  College,  but  of 
how  it  began,  and  why  it  was  located  in  Prince 
Edward  Count)'. 

Hampden-Sydney  was  established  in  1775;  it  opened 
its  doors  for  students  on  January  I,  1776,  having  two 
departments,  namely,  a  standard  college  for  those  who 
were  prepared  to  enter  it,  and  a  preparatory  school,  as  a 
feeder,  for  those  who  were  not  sufficiently  advanced  in 
their  studies  to  do  work  of  college  grade.  In  this  respect 
it  was  following  the  plan  of  the  College  of  New  Jersey 
(later  Princeton),  which  was  the  Mother  of  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

"But,"  it  may  be  asked,  "how  could  Hampden-Sydney 
start  as  a  standard  college  when  there  were  no  students 
sufficiently  prepared  to  enter  it?"  The  answer  is  that 
many  students  :vere  prepared  to  do  college  work,  and  were 
entering  such  standard  colleges  as  William  and  Mary  in 
\'irginia,  and  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  at  Princeton. 

As  far  back  as  the  1730's,  families  were  settling  in  the 
Valley  of  Virginia  and  in  Southside  Virginia,  carving, 
from  these  unoccupied  communities,  homes  for  themselves 
and  their  descendants.  In  the  \'alley  the  main  streams  of 
people  were  Scotch-Irish  and  Germans,  never  neglectful 
of  the  education  of  their  children.  In  Southside  Virginia, 
the  main  streams  of  people  were  at  first  Episcopalians. 
But,  in  the  1730's,  John  Caldwell  came  to  what  was 
then  Brunswick,  was  later  Lunenburg,  and  is  now  Char- 
lotte County,  on  an  exploring  expedition,  looking  for 
lands  for  Scotch-Irish  who  had  come  from  North  Ireland 
to  Penns>-lvania.  In  173S  he  purchased  30,700  acres  on 
Cub  Creek. 

At,  or  about,  the  same  time  Scotch-Irish  settled  in  the 
western  section  of  Prince  Edward  and  in  the  eastern  part 
of  what  later  became  Campbell  County.  A  leader  in  the 
settlement  of  the  Buffalo  section  of  Prince  Edward  was 
Rev.  John  Thomson,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  a  pioneer  missionary,  who  had  \isited  Virginia 
several  times,  on  evangelistic  tours,  between  1733  and 
1744,  and  settled  in  the  Buffalo  neighborhood  as  pastor 


in  1744.  John  Caldwell  was  a  member  of  Mr.  Thomson's 
congregation  in  Pennsylvania.  In  1759,  Rev.  Richard 
Sankey,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Glasgow,  who 
was  pastor  of  a  Presbyterian  church  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  removed  to  the  Buffalo  neighborhood 
with  a  large  part  of  his  congregation.  In  1775  he  became 
a  Trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

Another,  and  powerful,  influence  in  establishing  Presby- 
terian congregations  in  Prince  Edward,  Cumberland  and 
adjoining  counties  was  Rev.  Samuel  Davies,  a  man  of 
remarkable  ability,  a  gifted  speaker,  a  winning  personality. 
Presbyterianism  grew  rapidly  under  his  preaching;  Cub 
Creek  was  strengthened.  Briery  really  founded  (in  1755), 
and  Old  Cumberland  Church  the  same  year. 

There  were  others:  John  Todd;  David  Rice  (born  in 
Bedford  County,  a  preacher  of  great  ability);  Robert 
Henry;  Caleb  Wallace  (of  Prince  Edward  and  Charlotte); 
and  Samuel  Leake  (born  in  Goochland  County)  were 
especially  interested  in  the  education  of  the  younger 
generation.  All  of  these  were  graduates  of  the  College  of 
New  Jersey. 

Did  the  idea  of  the  need  of  a  standard  college  first 
come  to  Samuel  Leake;  and  had  he  talked  it  over  with 
others.?  The  first  mention  made  in  Hanover  Presbytery 
was  on  October  17,  1770.  The  minutes  state  that  a  motion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Leake  concerning  a  school  in  Augusta 
County.  In  October,  1771,  the  matter  was  discussed  at 
Presbytery,  and  in  June,  1773, it  was  decided  to  defer  the 
fixing  of  the  location  of  the  "intended  Seminary."  In 
October,  1773,  it  was  agreed  to  place  the  "publick  Sem- 
inary" at  "Stanton,  in  Augusta"  (County).  The  minutes 
of  both  Presbytery  and  Synod  show  that  various  names 
were  given  for  the  two  colleges:  "Seminary  of  Learning"; 
"School";  "Academy";   "College." 

On  October  13,  1774,  Presbytery,  meeting  at  Cub  Creek, 
decided  that  Mr.  William  Graham  should  be  given  a 
temporary  appointment  as  manager  (evidently  to  try  him 
out).  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith  had  recommended  him. 
But  on  the  next  day,  October  14th,  a  further  step  was 
taken:  "A  publick  School  for  the  liberal  Education  of 
youth  would  be  of  great  Importance  on  the  south  side  of 
the  blue  ridge  .  .  .  We  therefore  judge  it  expedient  to 
recommend  it  to  the  congregations  of  Cumberland,  Prince 
Edward  and  Briery  in  particular  ...  to  start  a  subscrip- 
tion." 

"If  proper  Incouragement  is  given  ...  we  shall  gladly 
concur  to  establish,"  etc.  Mr.  Smith  was  recommended 
to  be  the  Head  of  the  "School." 

On  February  i,  1775,  Presbytery,  meeting  in  Captain 
Nathaniel  Venable's  office  at  "Slate  Hill,"  was  informed 
that  the  subscriptions  had  "succeeded  beyond  Expecta- • 
tion."  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  secure  land,  to  purchase  ■ 
apparatus  and  a  library,  to  erect  buildings.  Peter  Johnston  1 
of  Prince  Edward  offered  100  acres  on  Hudson's  Branch, 
which  was  accepted. 

In    the    Virginia    Gazette   of    October    and    December, 
1775,  a  letter  from  the  new  President,  Mr.  Smith,  an- 
nounced that  Hampden-Sydney  would  open  in  November, 
1775;  but  it  opened  on  January  i,  1776.  He  was  graduated  [" 
from  the  College  of  New  Jersey  in  1769,  at  the  head  of  I 
his  class;  studied  for  the  ministry,  and  was  an  assistant 
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teacher  there  until  1771.  In  his  letter  to  the  Gazette  he 
said  that  the  system  of  education  would  resemble  that  of 
the  College  of  New  Jersey,  except  that  "a  more  particular 
attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the  English 
language." 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  was  no  students,  some 
entering  the  College  and  some  the  preparatory  Academy, 
a  feeder  for  the  College.  And  so,  Hampden-Sydney  was 
launched.  J.  D.  E.

Continuing  the  custom  of  alternating  with  the  Farmville 
Presbyterian  Church  in  serving  supper  to  the  Longwood- 
Hampden-Sydney  Westminster  Fellowship  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month,  the  ladies  of  College  Church,  on 
March  5,  entertained  about  seventy-five  members  of  the 
Westminster  Fellowship  at  a  Mexican  supper,  served  in 
the  Old  Gymnasium.  Enchiladas  were  the  main  course, 
served  with  salad,  pickles,  and  coffee.  The  gymnasium 
was  specially  decorated  for  the  occasion,  and  the   tables 


were  spread  with  brightly  colored  cloths  on  which  were 
painted  ranch-life  scenes. 

After  the  supper  the  group  adjourned  to  the  Church, 
where  Miss  Rachel  Wylie,  from  the  General  Assembly's 
Training  School  for  Lay  Workers,  in  Richmond,  gave  an 
inspirational  talk  on  buying  a  glory. 

"Cities  and  Shrines  of  Ancient  Greece" 

The  title  above  was  the  subject  of  an  illustrated  lecture 
given  in  Mcllwaine  Hall,  March  9,  by  Dr.  A.  D.  Fraser, 
Professor  of  Ancient  History  and  Archeology,  University 
of  Virginia.  Dr.  Fraser  is  the  second  lecturer  brought  to 
the  campus  under  the  auspices  of  Eta  Sigma  Phi,  classical 
honor  society,  and  the  Richmond  Area  University  Center. 

The  highlights  of  Dr.  Eraser's  lecture  were  the  pictures 
dealing  with  the  Cretan  excavations  and  with  the  ruins  at 
Delphi.  During  the  Bronze  Age  (3000-1200  B.  C.)  Crete 
developed  a  high  degree  of  structural  knowledge,  and  the 
pictures,  not  only  of  the  famed  palace  of  Minos  at  Knossos 
but  of  other  Cretan  ruins  as  well,  brought  vividly  forth 
to  the  audience  this  ancient  and  little-known  civilization. 
As  for  Delphi,  which  lies  in  a  magnificent  part  of  Greece, 
the  pictures  of  the  ruins  there  made  concrete  many 
imaginary  journeys  to  Delphi  taken  with  Dr.  Whitingto 
hear  the  oracle  and  to  witness  the  Pythian  games. 

Eta  Sigma  Phi  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  good  work  in 
bringing  these  lecturers  on  classic  civilization  to  the 
campus;  the  first  lecturer,  noted  in  the  January  Record, 
was  Dr.  George  Ryan  of  the  College  of  William  and 
Mary,  who  spoke  on  the  night  life  of  the  Romans.

Charles  L.  Reed,  '27  .  .  .  true  to  his  inheritance 

CHARLES  L.  REED,  '27,  during  his  student  days  on 
the  campus,  was  distinguished  by  his  friendliness, 
courtesy,  and  gentlemanly  behaviour,  as  well  as  for  his 
ability  to  mind  his  own  business. 

As  a  descendant  of  two  noted  Richmond  families,  Charlie 
inherited  many  fine  qualities,  among  them  his  family's 
sense  of  community  responsibility.  But  although  civic  con- 
sciousness was  a  famil}'  tradition,  the  outstanding  work 
that  he  has  done  along  this  line  is  preeminently  his  own 
as  the  record  shows. 

Upon  leaving  Hampden-Sydney,  Mr.  Reed  went  to 
work  for  Larus  and  Brother  Company,  tobacco  manu- 
facturers of  Richmond,  Va.  Here  he  advanced  until  he 
became  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Production  IVIana- 
ger,  and  in  1941  a  Vice  President  of  the  company  in 
charge  of  personnel,  research,  and  efficiency  work.  His 
success  in  this  field  of  activity  is  further  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  he  served  for  a  time  as  a  director  of  the 
American  Alanagement  Association,  and  is  at  the  pres- 
ent time  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Southern  Research  Institute  of  Birmingham,  Ala. 

Despite  increasing  business  activities,  Mr.  Reed,  true 
to  his  inheritance,  was  ever  mindful  of  his  community 
and  civic  responsibilities.  For  a  number  of  years  he 
served  on  the  Board  of  the  Richmond  Home  for  elderly 
ladies  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  Churches  of 
Richmond,  \  a.  He  also  served  as  one  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Third  Presbyterian  Church  and  as  a  deacon  of  the 
Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church. 

Education  likewise  received  his  attention,  and  after 
serving    several    years    as    Treasurer    of    the    Collegiate 


School  for  Girls,  he  was  elected  to  the  presidency  of  the 
Board,  a  position  he  now  occupies. 

Active  participation  in  various  Community  Fund 
campaigns  brought  Mr.  Reed  into  wider  public  notice. 
As  a  result,  in  1941,  Mayor  Gordon  B.  Ambler  appointed 
him  to  the  Richmond '  City  Planning  Commission,  of 
which  he  became  chairman  in  1945.  This  work  brought 
him  into  contact  with  many  branches  of  the  city  govern- 
ment and  he  was  urged  by  the  Richmond  Citizens  As- 
sociation to  run  for  the  Charter  Commission.  Elected, 
he  served  as  one  of  the  seven  drafters  of  the  Charter  for 
the  new  city  government. 

Married  in  1928  to  Miss  Edythe  Robertson,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reed  have  three  children.  Edythe  Bruce,  a  sopho- 
more at  Hollins  College,  majoring  in  Art;  Charles,  Jr., 
a  senior  at  Thomas  Jeff'erson  High  School,  and  Jane 
Baldwin,  a  member  of  the  Sophomore  Class  of  the  Col- 
legiate School. 

The  following  splendid  and  well  deserved  editorial 
appeared  in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  March  5: 

Mr.  Reed's  Civic  Contribution 

"Charles  L.  Reed  is  one  of  those  Richmonders  who 
believes  that  a  citizen's  responsibility  to  his  comniunity 
extends  beyond  simply  obeying  the  laws  and  going  to 
the  polls  oii  election  day.  Undoubtedly  at  much  personal  I 
sacrifice,  he  has  responded  to  calls  for  service  to  his  city 
in  several  important  posts,  with  the  result  that  all  Rich- 
monders have  benefited  from  his  unselfish  civic  activities., 

"Mr.  Reed  has  stepped  down  from  the  chairmanship 
of  the  City  Planning  Commission  after  five  years  in  thaf 
position.  Altogether,  he  has  served  for  nine  years,  and 
he  will  continue  serving  as  a  member  of  that  body,  which 
under  the  new  Charter  must  pass  on  all  zoning  and  related 
matters  before  they  can  be  acted  on  by  Council.  It  was 
Mr.  Reed  who  four  years  ago  led  the  successful  efi'ort 
to  get  Council  to  approve  the  Master  Plan,  a  document 
which  will  have  a  bearing  on  the  city's  development  for 
years  to  come.  During  his  chairmanship  the  commission 
has  studied  and  passed  on  numerous  other  vital  municipal 
projects,  including  the  proposed  express  highway. 

"His  labors  in  the  city's  behalf  also  included  many 
hours  of  work  as  a  member  of  the  seven-man  commission 
which  drafted  the  new  Charter.  In  addition  to  his  volun- 
tary governmental  posts,  he  has  found  time  to  be  active 
in  the  aff'airs  of  church  and  charitable  organizations. 

"Succeeding  Mr.  Reed  as  chairman  of  the  Planning 
Commission  is  another  community-minded  Richmonder, 
Thomas  L.  Cockrell  [brother  of  L.  L.  Cockrell,  '36]. 
Mr.  Cockrell  formerly  was  employed  b}-  the  cit)'  as  a 
bureau  chief  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
later  served  as  executive  director  of  the  Richmond 
Redevelopment  and  Housing  Authority.  During  the  past 
few  years  he  has  given  freely  of  his  time  to  various  civic 
and  welfare  groups.  His  background  of  experience  in  the 
public  works  and  housing  fields  makes  him  ideally  suited 
to  take  over  leadership  of  the  Planning  Commission. 

"Charles  Reed  and  Tom  Cockrell  are  two  of  a  number 
of  citizens  who  serve  without  monetary  compensation  on 
city  boards  and  commissions,  and  who  have  rendered 
conspicuous  service  there.  The  people  of  Richmond  are 
indebted  to  them.''

All  Rotary  Fellowship  candidates  must  be  between 
wenty  and  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  possess  a  college  or 
iniversity  degree,  a  record  of  high  scholastic  standing,  and 
ave  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  language  of  the  country 
n  which  they  propose  to  stud}'.  They  must  have  the 
ibility  to  make  friends  easily,  be  internationally  minded, 
md  possess  an  instinct  for  leadership. 

As  a  memorial  to  Paul  Harris,  founder  of  Rotary,  the 
ellowships  are  awarded  as  a  means  of  promoting  inter- 
lational  understanding,  good  will  and  peace  among  the 
)eoples  of  the  earth.

In  February  a  group  of  students  put  a  local  radio  sta- 
tion into  operation.  As  this  is  entirely  a  student  activity, 
but  one  in  which  the  alumni  will  have  interest,  Walter 
Woodson,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class,  has  prepared 
the  following  article  for  the  Record: 

It  has  been  the  dream  of  a  number  of  students  for 
several  years  to  formulate  a  radio  station  to  be  operated 
by  and  for  the  students.  This  idea  was  not  fantastic,  for 
indeed  several  such  stations  are  now  in  existence  in  the 
state  and  have  large  popularity.  The  dream  materialized 
this  year  with  a  gift  from  President  Gammon  with  which 
the  necessary  equipment  was  to  be  bought.  Plans  for  a 
transmitter  were  drawn  up,  and  a  tentative  program 
schedule  suggested  after  the  students  who  were  inter- 
ested had  banded  together  under  the  title  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Broadcasting  Company. 

Every  major  organization  on  the  Hill  has  at  least  one 
program  a  week.  News  of  importance  to  the  campus; 
announcements  of  important  things  to  come,  such  as 
meetings;  music  to  study  by  in  the  evening — all  of  these 
are  included  among  the  programs.  Since  this  is  a  student- 
run  organization  the  group  felt  it  did  not  wish  the  school 
to  support  it;  therefore  the  upkeep  is  being  maintained 
through  advertising. 

Original  plans  called  for  a  dedication  on  February  I, 
but  because  of  unforeseen  technical  difficulties  this  was 
postponed  until  a  later  date.  The  station  began  trial 
broadcasts  on  February  20,  and  shortly  thereafter  pro- 
ceeded with  its  regular  scheduled  programs.  Plans  called 
for  a  revision  of  the  program  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
student  bod}-  after  the  first  two  weeks  of  broadcasting. 

The  station  manager  is  S.  Mason  Cole,  Jr.,  '50,  and  the 
chief  engineer  is  Earl  Agee,  '50,  without  whose  untiring 
efforts  the  station  would  never  have  begun  broadcasting. 
The  program  committee  is  handled  by  the  very  capable 
Frank  B.  Williams,  '53,  while  the  advertising  and  pub- 
licity committees  are  in  the  hands  of  the  equally  capable 
French  H.  Moore,  Jr.,  '53,  and  Bill  Shirey,  '50.  The 
treasurer  is  Walter  Woodson,  Jr.,  '50.  To  coordinate 
with  the  Tiger  in  promoting  a  better  news  distributing 
medium,  Reed  Erwin,  '53,  was  appointed. 

The  station  is  sincerely  grateful  to  Dr.  Gammon  and 
others  on  the  campus  who  have  cooperated  with  us. 
Without  their  aid  "the  Voice  of  the  Tigers"  would 
never  have  been  possible.

Library  Owns  Microfilm  Reader 

The  Library  has  recently  installed  a  Recordai<  Film 
Reader  which  is  used  to  magnify  newspapers,  periodicals, 
and  other  documents  which  have  been  photographed  on 
16  or  35  millimeter  film. 

For  some  years  business  organizations,  engineering 
firms,  and  commercial  establishments  have  recognized 
the  value  of  a  method  whereby  hundreds  of  pages  of 
printed  material  could  be  reduced  to  a  small  roll  of  film. 
The  film,  when  placed  in  a  "Reader,"  is  so  magnified  as 
to  make  the  pages  as  large  or  larger  than  they  were 
originally.  Now  libraries,  historical  societies,  and  edu- 
cational agencies  are  rapidly  making  available  on  film 
files  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  as  well  as  copies  of 
rare  books,  manuscripts,  and  out-of-print  volumes.  Flint 
copies  are  then  available  wherever  they  are  needed  at  a 
comparatively  small  cost.  There  are  several  advantages 
to  the  Library.  Space  needed  for  housing  bound  volumes 
of  newspapers  is  reduced  hundreds  of  times.  The  film 
edition  is  less  expensive  than  the  cost  of  binding.  News- 
print rapidly  deteriorates  and  after  a  number  of  years 
becomes  brittle  and  unusable  while  film  is  estimated  to 
last  for  200  years. 

The  College  Library  at  the  present  time  subscribes  to 
the  film  edition  of  the  Nezv  York  Times  and  the  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch.  The  Fannville  Herald,  according  to 
Editor  Wall,  is  now  being  photographed  and  soon  will 
be  available  in  a  film  edition.  A  microfilm  edition  of  the 
back  issues  of  The  Tiger  is  contemplated  at  an  early 
date  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  early  copies  are 
almost  unreadable.

But  aside  from  the  numerous  "if"  arguments  that  can 
be  conjured  up  to  prove  the  championships  the  Tigers 
might  have  won,  Hampden-Sydney  experienced  a  high!}' 
successful  basketball  season  in  the  light  of  what  actually 
happened  during  the  course  of  a  rugged  22-game  schedule 
plus  two  tournament  contests. 

With  an  inexperienced  group  that  averaged  only  19.1; 
years  in  age  per  player.  Coach  George  S.  "Gummy" 
Proctor  turned  out  a  ball  club  that  finished  the  season 
with  an  overall  record  of  15  wins  and  nine  losses  and 
numbered  among  its  accomplishments:  (i)  the  Little  Six 
Championship;  (2)  third  place  in  the  regular  season 
Mason-Dixon  Conference  race;  and  (3)  advancing  to  the 
semi-final  round  of  the  M-D  tournament. 

In  the  way  of  individual  honors,  the  Tigers  placed 
Guard  Richard  "Mouse"  Misenhelter  on  third  team  All- 
State  and  put  Co-Captains  Bill  "Sticks"  McLean  and 
Jimmy  Hunt  on  the  honorable  mention  list.  Emerson 
Johnson  was  chosen  on  the  second  all-tournament  team 
at  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  meeting.

The  one  truly  outstanding  feature  about  the  Tiger 
squad,  however,  was  the  way  In  which  eleven  men  acted 
as  one.  At  the  start  of  the  season,  owing  to  the  loss  of 
Bill  Balas,  Ambrose  \ulgan  and  Wyllys  Taylor  from  the 
year  before  and  the  inexperience  of  the  majority  of  the 
squad  members,  Coach  Proctor  viewed  his  team's  pros- 
pects as  little  more  than  mediocre.  But  as  the  season 
advanced  it  became  plain  that  the  Tigers  were  on  their 
way  to  a  much-more-than-mediocre  record.  Proctor 
proudly    explained    the    successes    in    terms    of    "team 

A  glance  at  the  individual  scoring  records  gives  testi- 
mony to  the  teamwork  of  the  Tigers.  Four  players — 
McLean,  Emerson  Johnson,  Hunt  and  IVIisenhelter — 
finished  the  season  well  over  the  200  mark,  and  Chubby 
Sharp  and  Jerry  Adams,  who  divided  the  fifth  position 
between  them  during  the  season,  each  exceeded  the  100 
mark.  Substitutes  Vincent  Shelton  and  Frank  Hoffman 
aided  materially  with  65  and  50  points,  respectively. 

Only  McLean,  with  a  total  of  344  points  and  a  14.3 
game  average,  placed  high  in  the  State  scoring  race, 
although  Hampden-Sydney  finished  the  season  with  a 
team  average  of  61.3  points  per  game. 

Hampden-Sydney's  season  can  be  divided  into  three 
phases:  the  first  half  of  the  regular  schedule,  culminating 
in  the  William  and  Mary  game;  the  last  half  of  the  regular 
schedule,  reaching  the  season's  peak  in  the  final  game 
against  \'irginia  Tech,  and  the  post-schedule  tournament 
games. 

As  the  result  of  basketball  drills  that  began  in  mid- 
October,  the  Tigers  opened  the  season  in  fairly  good 
fashion.  Mount  St.  Mary's  fell,  41-36,  as  McLean 
bucketed  15;  Duke's  Southern  Conference  Tournament 
finalists  were  harder  pressed  than  the  score  indicated  in 
their  74-59  victory  over  Hampden-Sydney;  Misenhelter's 
16  points  led  the  Tigers  to  a  52-50  win  over  Bridgewater 
at  Harrisonburg;  and  Lynchburg  was  never  in  the  game, 
losing  66-47,  as  Johnson  connected  for  22  points.  Thus 
the  Tigers  went  home  for  Christmas  with  a  3-1  record. 

Follovying  the  holidays,  Hampden-Sydney  began  afresh 
by  posting  a  58-57  victory  over  Richmond  at  Richmond 


and  downing  Bridgewater  for  the  second  time,  54-37 
before  .American  LJniversity  came  to  Tigerland  and  set 
the  Proctor  men  down  for  the  first  time  in  16  games  or 
their  home  floor  by  a  69-56  score. 

Johnson,  Misenhelter  and  McLean  all  hit  double-figurei 
in  the  scoring  column  against  Richmond.  Hunt  and  Mc- 
Lean led  with  16  apiece  against  Bridgewater. 

American  L'.  exhibited  one  of  the  best  teams  to  pla) 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  several  seasons.  The  Tigers  pu 
up  a  game  fight,  but  could  not  match  the  uncann) 
shooting  of  the  visitors.  Although  he  scored  18  points  fo 
the  night,  Misenhelter  was  outscored  by  American' 
Sherwood  Webster.  American  LI.  went  on  to  take  thi 
Mason-Dixon  tournament  at  the  end  of  the  seas 
bv  downing  Loyola  in  the  finals. 

Following  the  American  U.  game,  the  Tigers  re: 
bounded  to  win  successive  decisions  over  Randolph 
Macon,  63-48;  Medical  College,  85-71,  and  Roanoke 
67-59.  Misenhelter  was  the  sparkplug  of  the  R-M  gami 
with  15  points;  McLean  with  26  and  Hunt  with  17  lee 
the  fight  against  the  Medicos;  and  McLean  and  Miseni 
helter  collected  18  and  16,  respectively,  as  the  Tiger 
rallied  in  the  last  seven  minutes  to  win  a  hard-fough' 
battle  from  Roanoke  on  the  Tigers'  home  court. 

The  William  and  Mary  game,  played  January  20  a; 
Blues  Armory  in  Richmond,  represented  Hampdeni 
Sydney's  best  effort  up  to  that  time.   The  Tigers  matchee

the  game  and  were  leading  by  several  points  with  les 
than  a  minute  to  play  before  the  Indians  tied  things  u 
at  64-all  and  sent  the  game  into  overtime.  William  an 
Mary  outscored  the  Tigers,  six  points  to  three,  for  victor 
in  the  extra  period.  The  margin  of  triumph  came  fror 
the  foul  line,  however,  since  both  teams  connected  on  2 
shots  from  the  floor. 

McLean,  with  15  points,  and  Adams,  with  14  and  a 
outstanding  floor  game  to  his  credit,  were  the  stars  for  th 
Tigers.  All-Staters  Chet  Giermak  and  Fuzzy  McAIilla 
hit  29  and  23,  respectively,  for  the  Tribe. 

At  this  point  Tiger  squad  members  dropped  basketba 
in  favor  of  mid-term  examinations  for  a  two-week  period 

The  lay-off  had  its  effects  when  the  Tigers  returned  t 
the   hardwood.      A   somewhat  listless   Hampden-Sydne 
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team  overpowered  Johns  Hopkins,  67-49,  on  the  strength 
of  high-scoring  sprees  by  McLean  and  Hunt,  but  lost  the 
services  of  Misenhelter  for  the  next  two  games  due  to  a 
sprained  aniile  in  the  process. 

With  Misenhelter  watching  from  the  bench  and  the 
rest  of  the  squad  members  not  up  to  pre-examination  par, 
the  Tigers  next  took  a  terrible  beating  at  the  hands  of 
Virginia^  Tech  at  Blacksburg.  The  score  was  75-43. 
Johnson's  17  points  was  the  only  bright  spot  for  the 
Tigers.  All-State  Tex  Tilson  hooked  in  3  i  for  the  Techmen. 

The  following  night  at  Salem,  Roanoke  College  con- 
lived  to  hand  Hampden-Sydney  its  only  Little  Six  loss  of 
:he  season,  52-45.  Adams  collected  14  to  lead  the  Tigers' 
ruitless  cause. 

f'Although  still  not  at  top  performance  but  with  Misen- 
lelter  back  in  action,  Hampden-Sydney  dumped  Medical 
College,  81-55,  and  squeezed  by  Lynchburg  at  Lvnch- 
)urg,  61-59.     McLean  totaled  49  points  in  the  two  wins. 

A  week-end  trip  to  Towson  State  Teachers  and  Western 
Vlaryland  cost  the  Tigers  a  pair  of  one-point  losses  that 
narked  the  low  point  of  the  season  for  the  squad.  The 
Teacheqs  won,  52-51,  as  Hunt  poked  in  16  for  the  losers; 
A^estern  Maryland  won,  53-52,  despite  a  20-point  per- 
ormance  by  Misenhelter. 

The  Tigers  started  on  the  comeback  trail  against  arch- 
ival Randolph-Macon  at  Ashland.  With  Sharp  and 
\4;isenhelter  pouring  in  18  apiece,  the  Jackets  fell  easy 
•ictims,  75-54.  And  as  a  warm-up  for  the  final  two 
ames  of  the  regular  season,  Hampden-Sydney  coasted 
o  a  58-30  win  over  Newport  News  Apprentice'at  Death 
Galley.  Reserves  played  most  of  the  game  after  Johnson 
lad  racked  up  20  points. 

Febriiary  27  brought  Richmond's  hot-and-cold  Spiders 
o_  Death  Valley  for  a  return  match.  Although  the 
piders  experienced  one  of  their  better  nights,  the  Proctor- 
len  completely  dominated  the  game  except  for  a  short- 
ved  Richmond  rally  in  the  waning  minutes  and  walked 
ff  the  floor  with  a  well-deserved  66-58  victory. 

Four  players  on  each  team  registered  double  column 
:oring  figures  in  the  Richmond  contest.  McLean,  with  a 
arrage  of  hook  shots,  led  the  Tigers  with  21,  followed 
Y  Misenhelter's  17;  Co-Captain  Bob  Shaw  was  the  out- 
tanding  man  on  the  floor  for  the  Spiders  with  18  points. 
The  game  with  Virginia  Tech,  that  closed  the  regular 


season  the  following  night,  can  be  written  into  the  books 
as  one  of  the  most  exciting  games  ever  held  on  the  Death 
Valley  court. 

The  Gobblers  got  off  to  a  fast  start,  only  to  have  the 
Tigers  come  fighting  back  and  grab  a  36-30  lead  by  half- 
time.  Hampden-Sydney  continued  to  pull  away  well  into 
the  final  ten  minutes,  at  one  time  holding  a  13-point 
advantage.  But  Virginia  Tech  staged  a  "near-miracle" 
rally  in  the  final  five  minutes  (after  McLean  had  left  the 
game  on  fouls  and  Misenhelter  had  retired  with  a  recurrent 
ankle  sprain)  that  culminated  in  Tilson's  sinking  two 
foul  shots  with  two  seconds  left  to  tie  the  score  at  74-74 
and  send  the  game  into  an  overtime  period. 

Dick  Sayre,  with  brilliant  shooting  and  floorwork, 
helped  the  Techmen  run  up  a  quick  lead  in  the  five- 
minute  extra  period,  but  Hampden-Sydney  rallied  to  the 
status  of  two-points-behind  (84-82)  with  only  35  seconds 
left.  Johnson,  who  had  carried  the  Tigers  on  his  accurate 
shooting  and  deft  rebounding  through  most  of  the  game, 
connected  with  a  free  throw  to  bring  the  Tigers  to  within 
one  point.  As  V.  P.  L  was  putting  the  ball  into  play 
following  Johnson's  shot,  Adams  executed  a  perfect 
"steal"  and  quickly  passed  to  Shelton  who  aimed  for  the 
basket  with  a  last  scoring  attempt.  The  ball  appeared  to 
be  in  the  basket  momentarily,  then  reversed  its  direction 
and  spun  out.  The  game  ended,  84-83,  Virginia  Tech's 
favor. 

For  Hampden-Sydney  the  scoring  ran:  Johnson  23, 
McLean  18,  Hunt  14,  Misenhelter  13,  Adams  11,  Shelton 
2,  Hoifman  2.  Harry  Davis,  with  17,  and  Sayre,  with  14, 
led  the  Techmen. 

For  Hampden-Sydney  followers,  the  Mason-Dixon 
Tournament,  beginning  two  days  later  at  Baltimore, 
seemed  almost  anti-climatic  to  the  V.  P.  I.  contest.  Never- 
theless, the  Tigers  advanced  to  the  semi-final  round  by 
downing  Towson,  a  team  to  whom  they  had  lost  in  the 
regular  season,  53-49,  and  gave  a  good  account  of  them- 
selves before  bowing  to  Loyola  in  a  game  to  determine 
who  should  meet  American  U.  in  the  finals,  74-57. 
Adams  was  the  scoring  threat  against  Towson  with 
15  points;  Johnson  used  his  6-6  frame  to  advantage  for 
21  points  against  Loyola.  The  injured  Misenhelter 
played  only  spasmodically. 


Baseball 


A  better  and  more  experienced  team  should  represent 
le  Hampden-Sydney  Tigers  on  the  college  baseball  front 
lis  spring. 

The  Tigers  have  all  but  two — 15  in  all — lettermen 
turning  from  the  squad  which  finished  the  1949  season 
ith  a  respectable  11-7  record. 

Qualitatively  speaking,  though,  Coach  Gummy  Proctor 
fFered  a  big  loss  in  the  pair  of  lettermen  not  around  for 
e  '50  season.  They  are  battery  mates  Jack  Glascock, 
Sgular  catcher  who  batted  .313,  and  Tom  Kirtley, 
eht-handed  pitcher  who  led  the  Tigers'  mound  stafl^  last 
ar  with  a  3-1  mark. 

Partly  due  to  the  loss  of  Kirtley,  a  Richmond  boy, 
rector's  main  worry  this  spring  will  lie  probably  in  the 
tching  department. 


"If  we  can  get  some  pitching,  I  think  we  will  do  al 
right.  I  believe  we'll  have  the  hitting,"  Proctor  said  in 
the  way  of  a  practice-opening  prediction. 

Heading  the  Hampden-Sydney  mound  hopefuls  is 
Sophomore  Gladstone  Smith,  a  fireball  left-hander, 
whose  main  weakness  is  not  being  able  to  find  the  plate 
with  regularity.  With  a  year's  seasoning  behind  him, 
Smith  is  due  to  better  his  4-2  pitching  record  of  last  year 
in  the  eyes  of  his  coach. 

In  addition  to  his  mound  work,  Smith  is  a  powerful 
clouter  at  the  plate.  He  is  slated  for  outfield  duty  when 
not  pitching,  the  same  as  last  season  when  he  batted  .343 
and  led  the  Tigers  in  triples  (3)  and  home  runs  (3). 

Other  lettermen  pitchers  include  Lefty  Larry  Silbernaget 
(2-3),  John  Quarles  (i-i),  Branch  Vincent  (i-o)  and  Wall

to  college  ball.  A  freshman,  Hoffman  lettered  with  the 
Hampden-Sydney  basketball  team  this  winter. 

A  pair  of  neophytes  will  probably  share  the  back- 
stopping  duties  for  the  Tigers.  They  are  Numa  Bradner 
and  Bill  Blair.  Bradner,  a  sophomore,  has  played  with 
the  football  team  for  the  last  two  seasons,  but  missed 
baseball  last  spring  due  to  an  operation.

Skip  Clary,  another  ex-John  Marshall  athlete  who 
batted  .343  in  his  freshman  year  at  Hampden-Sydney 
in  '49,  will  hold  down  third  base.  A  year's  experience 
should  help  him  greatly  afield. 

Hampden-Sydney's  old  reliable,  Broun  Dameron,  is  a 
fixture  at  short.  Dameron  is  a  good  fielder  and  led  the 
Tigers  in  rbi's  and  batting  last  spring  with  22  and  .350, 
respectively. 

Second  and  first  comprise  a  problem  for  Proctor. 
Wink  Osburn,  Tiger  second  baseman  of  last  season,  is  on 
the  doubtful  list  because  of  a  recurrence  of  a  knee  injury 
in  football  season.  If  he  is  able  to  play,  Osburn  will  be 
moved  to  the  outfield  to  avoid  the  difficult  pivots  neces- 
sary around  the  keystone  sack. 

Letterman  Richard  "Mouse"  Misenhelter,  utility  in- 
fielder  last  season,  may  be  the  answer  to  the  second  base 
situation. 

Mark  "Buddy"  Glascock,  an  outfielder-pitcher  who 
filled  in  at  first  all  last  season,  is  back  this  year,  but 
Proctor  would  like  to  release  him  from  the  first  base 
position  in  favor  of  someone  with  more  experience  around 
the  first  sack,  if  he  can  be  found.  Glascock,  youngerbrother 
of  Jack,  batted  .283  in  '49. 

The  Tigers'  outfield  is  virtually  intact  from  last  year 
with  lettermen  Howell  Gruver  (.250),  Doug  Chapman 
(.308),  Bill  Hunter  (.210)  and  Fuggy  Adkins  on 
hand  in  addition  to  Smith.  Freshman  Jerry  Adams, 
basketball  guard,  is  expected  to  be  a  leading  candidate 
for  the  outfield  also. 

As  far  as  their  schedule  is  concerned,  the  Tigers  will 
play  20  games,  including  six  Big  Six  contests.
